A major portion of the health care 
costs in the nation are hospital costs, with 
the bill for hospital costs from last year 
totaling an estimated $55.4 billion. 
Those paying the bills and those handing 
them out agree that something must be 
done to contain the hospital costs. The 
disagreement lies in what to do about it. 
One particular program initiated by the 
federal government has doctors and ad­ 
ministrative personnel at Missouri Delta 
Community Hospital up in arms.

Organizations (PSRO), a system which 
Harold Jones, administrator at Missouri 
Delta Community Hospital, says was set up 
with good intentions. But he, as many of the 


doctors at the hospital, think the program 
will fail to improve medical cost problems 
and regard it as a major step toward 
socialized medicine. 
Dr. Edwin J. Masters of Sikestonsays the 
growing number of government regulations 
such as the PSROs are “taking all the joy 
out of the practice of medicine. ” 


The PSRO program was established Oct. 
30, 1972 when President Richard Nixon 
signed the Social Security Act Attached to 
the act was an amendment calling for the 
creation of doctors groups (PSROs) to 
supervise institutional care provided by 
Medicare, Medicaid and Maternal and 
Child Welfare Health programs. 
The SeMo PSRO office, located at Cape 
Girardeau, administers the program in 
Southeast Missouri and is the smallest of 
five PSRO offices in the state. It has a 23- 
man board, with 22 physicians and one 
hospital administrator currently serving. 
The SeMo PSRO serves a 20-county area 
and has 21 hospitals as members. 


The PSRO is not a government agency, 
but a private organization contracted by the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare to administer the reviews. While 
some of the review standards are set up 
within the local PSRO by the board, the 
PSRO office follows guidelines set up by the 
HEW and is ultimately responsible to that 
agency for its operations. 
Mike Kepner, director of the SeMo PSRO, 
asys he sees the PSRO as “a challenge from 
the government to doctors to discipline 
themselves.” He describes the program as 
“a grassroots program,” with its purpose 
“to have as good as possible medical care 
in Southeast Missouri. ” 
Those patients whose care comes under 
governm ent funds from the above- 
mentioned programs come to about 52 per 
cent of the patients seen at Missouri Delta 
Community Hospital each year, Jones 
says. 
Under the PSRO program, a review 
coordinator at the hospital monitors the 


records o ^ th e p a tie n ts in v o lv e d ^ T h ^ 
coordinator uses an American Medical 
Association criteria book and an average 
length of stay booklet to determine what 
procedures and treatment are usually 
adequate for the treatment of the illness 
involved. 
If there appears to be an unusual 
procedure used to treat the patient, one 
which is not normally associated with that 
particular disease, a reviewing physician, a 
doctor other than the one treating the 
patient, is called upon to examine the chart. 
The reviewing physician can contact the 
treating physician to discuss the reason for 
the discrepancy in treatment and determine 
whether it was justified. 
Up to a certain point, the review coor­ 
dinator can grant extensions on the average 
length of stay. This means that government 
funds will continue to pay for the patient's 
care. But after a certain length of time.

EAST PRAIRIE-Miss Beauton Long, a

Retiring last year after 38-years of ser­ 
vice, she will long be remembered for her 
many benevolent acts of kindness to her 
community. It was not unusual to see her 
walking downtown to her drugstore in the 
middle of a winter night to fill a prescription 
for a sick child or adult regardless of their 
ability to pay. Many of these prescriptions 
were delivered on foot, her onlv means of 


transportation, and often she forgot’ to fill 
out a ticket on the sale. 
Her life in one way or another has touched 
most of the people in the area. She has never 
forgotten her church and it’s needs and 
dedicated students in the R-2 School District 
have also received a helpin hand’ many 
times. Family devotion is another of her 
strong points. 
The "Store with a Woman's Touch" was 
sold last year to Bill Brewer and a life-long 
dream of hers was fullfilled when she took a 
tour of the Holy Land and was baptized in 
the River Jordan.

He added that only about 13 cents 
of the tax dollar goes to the operation of 
state government 
"We like to think the primary reasons 
taxes are so 
low in Missouri is because 
businessmen realize the important stake 
they have in state government and work to 
keep government's costs low so Missouri 
will remain an attractive state for in­ 
dustrial development," he said 
The amount of federal dollars spent in 
Mississippi County in 1976 was stressed and 
according to Kirkpatrick, if federal funds 
were allocated by population Mississippi 
County would rank aoout 49th in the state 
and if the funds were allocated ton the basis 
of registered voters, the county would be in 
63rd place. 


Continuing he said government is clearly 
becoming more expensive, with 22.000 
additional government jobs between 1964 
and 1974 and a 230 per cent increase in the 
state payroll during the same decade. The 
number of state employes is growing three 
times faster than the number in federal 
government and “you share part of the 
responsibility tor this massive growth 
because you are not being watchdogs of 
public spending." Kirkpatrick said 
Near the close of his address.

He says careful progress notes are for the 
benefit of both the doctor and his patient. 
The length of stay guidelines are also 
causing concern for many of the doctors. 
Dr. Thomas Dorrity, who is chief of surgery 
at Methodist Hospital at Memphis, Tenn., 
says the length of stay guidelines are 
irrational because each patient’s case is 
unique. 
“We treat patients, not diseases,” he said.

Affais consists of three main 
programs: the administrative, 
which deals with accounting and 
personnel;

The State Federal Soldiers' 
Home is a benefit offered by the 
state of Missouri and operated 
by the Division of Veterans 
Affairs. Located in St. Jam es, it 
was begun in 1896. At last count, 
it was being occupied by 276 
veterans and their dependents. 
It offers both dom iciliary care 
and total nursing care to those 
who need it. 


There is a long waiting list for 
admission to the home Some of 
these people receive financial 
aid 
from 
the governm ent. 
Leavell says that these people 
have a good reason for wanting 
residence. " It keeps them from 
welfare, in some cases, and 
gives them dignity," he says, 
"because this is not charity, but 
something that they or their 
families have earned by serving 
their country.”

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
next significant employe bene­ 
fits to be added to a growing 
list might be automobile and 
home insurance. 
While no large employers 
have made real movement in 
those areas, the time soon may 
be ripe, says a spokesman for a 
firm that advises scores of blue 
chip companies on employe 
benefits. 
“There is a big void to be 
filled,” said Leonard Mactas, a 
recognized authority on corpo­ 
rate benefit plans. 
Tracing the development of 
benefits since the end of World 
War II, Mactas feels that by 
I960 some companies may be­ 
gin to include these two insur­ 
ances. 
“The trend among employers 
has been to respond to identi­ 
fiable employe needs,” said 
Mactas. 
And 
while, home­ 
owners’ insurance costs might 
not have become painfully ex­ 
pensive, auto insurance most 
certainly has. It’s a need. 
Other factors are involved 
also, says Mactas, who heads 
the Consulting Actuaries Divi­ 
sion of Kwasha Upton, an in­ 
ternational firm that helped de­ 
velop many of today’s largest 
employe benefit programs. 


Having 
sustained repeated 
losses, automobile insurers are 
wary of the business, to cite 
one factor. And large corpo­ 
rations — even smaller ones - 
can help keep costs in lint 
through the efficiences of vol 
ume. 
In Mactas’ view, the inclusior 
of these insurances would be ir 
keeping with a trend toward us 
ing the corporation as a vehicle 
to make life more secure for in­ 
dividuals. 
Besides volume buying pow­ 


er, or to state it another way, 
the ability to benefit from low­ 
er group rates, the employer 
also has the ability to analyze 
complicated contractual plans 
and provide bookkeeping serv­ 
ices as well. 


Moreover, the tax laws are 
such that employers and em­ 
ployes are aggressively inter­ 
ested in benefits rather than 
wages alone. Most benefits are 
tax-deductible for the employer 
and tax-free for the employe.

In addition, benefit plans are 
believed by many employers to 
result in greater employe loyal­ 
ty, and in general to promote 
happier, more secure and per­ 
haps more productive workers.

services The range of services 
for the* veteran runs the gamut 
from employment assistance to 
dental treatment to dom iciliary 
care to compeasation for ser­ 
vice-related injuries and more. 
Depending upon the eligibility of 
the veteran, there are many 
programs designed to aid and 
assist him or her and his or her 
family. 
For example, 
it 
is 
possible for the child of a 
veteran or his or her spouse to 
receive educational benefits, or 
the widow or mother to live in 
the Veteran’s Home when they 
can no longer care for them 
selves 
A 
veteran 
can also 
receive alcohol and drug abuse

As it stood, the support levels 
in the bill were higher than 
Carter has said he is willing to 
go, with estimated potential 
maximum costs of about $3.3 
billion. 
The President has said he 
would accept a package with a 
potential maximum cost of $2 
billion a year as an average 
over five years. 
The package adopted last 
week by the Senate Agriculture 


Committee would pose a poten­ 
tial maximum of roughly $4.8 
billion 
on

grams. Agriculture Secretary 
Bob Bergland told reporters 
this week Carter would veto 
that if passed by Congress.

U.S. productivity 
may slow inflation

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NEW YORK (AP) - The fact 
that output per manhour of 
Americans is rising again won’t 
create the headlines that might 
come from the economic sum ­ 
mit meeting in London, but it is 
probably more significant. 
A rise in output per manhour, 
or productivity, undercuts in­ 
flation. And is there any eco­ 
nomic news that is more wel­ 
come 
and 
meaningful 
than 
that? Hardly. 
The summit is made up of 
good 
intentions, 
negotiations, 
agreements and goals. Produc­ 
tivity is what already has been 
accomplished. And based on 
the latest figures those accom ­ 
plishments have been great. 
W hereas 
the 
long-term 
growth in productivity, based 
on measurements since World 
War II, has been about 2.3 per 
cent a year, the increase dur­ 
ing the first quarter of 1977 was 
at a 3.2 per cent annual rate. 
Equally 
encouraging, 
this 
measurement of the efficiency 
with which we utilize our labor 
resources, 
plant, 
equipment 
and capital surged over the 
rate achieved in the previous 
quarter, the final one of 1976, 
Many economists would like 
to see the first-quarter rate ex­ 
ceeded in subsequent quarters, 
because then it would demon­ 
strate conclusively that there is 
vitality left in the American 
system. But 3.2 really isn’t bad. 
It most certainly will be the 
most important counterforce to 
the inflationary thrust of eco­ 
nomic activity, because rising 
productivity means we are get­ 
ting our products onto the m ar­ 
ket at a lower cost. 
It doesn’t mean we are slav­ 
ing all the harder to turn out 
more widgets per worker. It 
does mean that we are working 
sm arter — we are employing 
our skills, our factory space, 
our technology, our brains, our 


money. 
Seldom do we see any figures 
on the inflationary impact of 
using 
these 
ingredients 
in­ 
efficiently, but it is in that in­ 
efficiency that inflation is born 
and nourished. 
Unfortunately, we have never 
quite learned to maintain peak 
efficiency for very long. Sooner 
or later we become sloppy in 
the employment of our various 
resources. Up go prices, down 
goes economic activity. 
It is at the low points in eco­ 
nomic activity that we m anage 
to get ourselves together and 
once again utilize our resources 
in a more efficient manner. 
Employment is pared, frills 
are eliminated, expense ac­ 
counts are scrutinized, unpro­ 
ductive projects and products 
are cut, inefficient factories are 
closed. The company becomes 
lean; it gets into shape. 
Having demonstrated its effi­ 
ciency, the rewards soon begin 
to accumulate. Profits improve. 
But the new sense of security 
begins to soften the discipline 
and dedication. 
Gradually the hard-won effi­ 
ciency is lost again. We seek 
more than we produce. We seek 
to be served. And prices rise. 
After having bounced along 
in this cycle since the founding 
of the country, it would seem 
about time to come up with 
some answers. 
But until we do, we can take 
some comfort — better watch 
it, not too much — from the re­ 
alization that increasing pro­ 
ductivity is right now working 
to undermine some of those in­ 
flationary pressures

“The guidelines are to review 
the claims that have been filed, 
and for those that there’s no 
question of, payments should be 
made immediately,” Mondloch 
said. 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Bob 
Bergland told reporters earlier 
that he does not intend to rein­ 
state the hay transportation 
program and instead willuse a 
direct subsidy program already 
in place to help farmers in the 
eight-state drought area to buy 
hay. 
Mondloch, 
asked to about 
Bergland’s remarks, said that 
he believed Bergland meant 
that no request will be made to 
extend the hay transportation 
subsidy beyond its scheduled 
expiration date of June 15. 
The hay transportation pay­ 
ments and a sim ilar program 
for 
getting 
emergency 
feed 
grain rations to drought strick­ 
en farm ers are financed by the 
Federal 
Disaster 
Assistance 
Administration in the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment. 
Actual operations, however, 
are m Mondloch’s agency of 
USD A. The hay payments were 
suspended recently because au­ 
dits indicated that some farm ­ 
ers, truckers and others had 
filed illegal claims for sub­ 
sidies.

Officials say that some tru­ 
ckers reportedly have abused 
the program by running up 
transportation charges and, in 
a few cases, hauling hay into 
one area and then picking up 
further loads — or perhaps the 
sam e hay and hauling them 
back in order to double up on 
payments.

The Northeast section of the country may be wittering 
on the economic vine, but it is a long way from falling off 
the tree. 
The Northeast, which stretches from Maine to 
Washington, D.C., is still the national leader in personal 
income, according to an analysis by The Conference 
Board, the business- supported research organization. 
The region’s sluggish economic growth does give cause 
for concern, however. 
Personal income growth in the Northeast’s large 
metropolitan areas was considerably under the national 
average between 1909 and 1974. Their share of U.S. 
personal income declined from 25.9 per cent to 24.2 per 
cent during this period. If present trends continue, this 
share will fall to 20.1 per cent by 1990. 
Real personal income in the New York metropolitan 
area, traditionally the Northeast’s pacesetter, has barely 
grown in recent years. It rose only one-tenth of one per 
cent between 1969 and 1974, compared with a 12 per cent 
gain for the nation as a whole. New York’s particular 
dilemma has not been in losing firms, but in failing to 
create new ones to take their place. 
Hie Northeast still has a lot going for it in terms of 
expanding markets and new investment opportunities. 
But the problem is not likely to be solved, says the 
analysis, until the region “recreates that previous en­ 
vironment which spurred the creation of innovative 
businesses.”

WASHINGTON: Great quan­ 
tities of the nation’s dwindling 
oil and gas are poured inot the 
petrochemical fertilisers that 
farmers spread on their fields. 
The chemicals wash into the 
streams,' polluting scarce 
water supplies in the dry 
western states, 
Oie evidence of the pollution 
is a coating of algae, which 
forms on lakes and rivers, So 
the enterprising petrochemi­ 
cal companies are now offer­ 
ing “algaecides” to rid the 
water of the floating growth. 
Thus the companies create 
pollution and then cure it - all 
through the magic of chemi­ 
cals. 
This heavy dosage of chemi­ 
cals in the environment not 
only uses up precious oil and 
gas, but damages the soil and 
contaminates the waterways, 
in the opinion of environmental 
scientists. It is a deadly cycle 
that has been tolerated in 
order to nourish the nation’s 
crops. 
But now some agricultural 
e x p e r t s b e l i e v e that 
microbiological compounds 
may be better for the crops 
than chemical fertilizers. They 
claim these microbiological 
alternatives cost far leas, save 
petroleum and replenish the 
soil. 
A microbiological additive. 


called BX, has been used on 
test farms in the San Joaquin 
Valley. So we sent our re­ 
porter-at-large. Hal Bemton. 
into the California fields to 
check on the results. 
He strolled through field 
after field of delicate 
asparagus in the low-lying 
delta outside Stockton. For 
years, these fields have been 
enriched with nitrogen fer­ 
tilizers, with mixed results. The 
run-offs, for example, have 
polluted the river water used 
for irrigation. 
Two years ago, farmer Bill 
Salamon grudgingly agreed to 
experiment with BX on an 
unproductive 29-acre field of 
asparagus. He is a friendly 
man, with a flamboyant golden 
moustache. Under a wide- 
brimmed white hat, he took 
Bemton on a tour of the experi­ 
mental asparagus. 
The harvest, he attested, sur­ 
passed anything the field had 
produced when it was treated 
with chemicals. He became so 
enthusiastic about BX that he 
has fertilized his entire 
asparagus crop and 900 arces 
of tomato« this year with the 
microbiological product 
Bemton also gave the BX- 
nourished asparagus the ulti­ 
mate te* he tasted them. He 
reported approvingly that they 
were the most tender. delicioiB 


asparagus he had ever eaten 
BX was developed by Vaclav 
Petrik, a thin, gray Czech 
scientist who survived a World 
War n concentration camp 
and the 1968 invasion of his 
homeland. He now putters over 
his experiments in a small 
California town. 
He explained to us that the 
soil is the “stomach” of the 
plant, that healthy soil is filled 
with 
b a c t e r ia 
which 
transforms organic matter into 
the nutrients necessary for 
plant growth. The massive use 
of chemical fertilizers, 
fungicides and pesticides, he 
believes, tes killed off many of 
these vital bacteria. 
So Petrik began growing 
the« bacteria in his laborato­ 
ry. He has now mixed the bac­ 
teria into his BX formula 
which, he contends, restores 
the soil's natural vitality. 
His experiments place the 
conscientious refugee scientist 
directly in the path of the 
mighty petrochemical com­ 
bines, who« salesmen are 
pressuring farmers to u» more 
chemical fertilizers The petro­ 
chemical industry has also had 
a cosy relationship with the 
citadel of agricultral research, 
the University of California at 
Davis 
One of the universty’s most 
distinguished mearchers Pro­ 
fessor Roy Rauschklob, has 
refused to test BX at the 
university. “Based on my ex­ 
perience and knowledge of 
soil-plant-water relationships' 
he told us, “I do not see how it 
would be possible for this prod­ 
uct to substitute for chemical 
fertilizers." 
He added cautiously that 
microbiological additives can 
be helpfùl and that the univer­ 
sity is pursuing its own lin« of 
microbiological research.

w atching the microbiologiai 
e x p e rim e n ts clo sely . The 
government experts told us 
they are impressed with the 
preliminary results.

Black leaders charge White 
House Chief of Staff Jordan with 
political bias 


WASHINGTON- Sartorially 
and politically, the 32-year-old 
White House chief of staff, 
Hamilton Jordan, wears no ties.

And will tell 
you so. 
And the black leaders here, up 
and down the Hill, say he has 
been sending them unsubtle 
signals that he owes them even 
less.

NORTHEAST’S 
ECONOMIC LAG 
The Northeast section of the country may be withering 
on the economic vine, but it is a long way from falling off 
the tree. 
The Northeast, which stretches from Maine to 
Washington, D.C., is still the national leader in personal 
income, according to an analysis by The Conference 
Board, the business- supported research organization. 
The region’s sluggish economic growth does give cause 
for concern, however. 
Personal income growth in the Northeast’s large 
metropolitan areas was considerably under the national 
average between 1969 and 1974. Their share of U.S. 
personal income declined from 25.9 per cent to 24.2 per 
cent during this period. If present trends continue, this 
share will fall to 20.1 per cent by 1990. 
Real personal income in the New York metropolitan 
area, traditionally the Northeast’s pacesetter, has barely 
grown in recent years. It rose only one-tenth of one per 
cent between 1969 and 1974, compared with a 12 per cent 
gain for the nation as a whole. New York’s particular 
dilemma has not been in losing firms, but in failing to 
create new ones to take their place. 
The Northeast still has a lot going for it in terms of 
expanding markets and new investment opportunities 
But the problem is not likely to be solved, says the 
analysis, until the region "recreates that previous en­ 
vironment which spurred the creation of innovative 
businesses.”

Microbiological Compounds 
Could Ba the Answer

WASHINGTON: Great quan 
titieia of the nation's dwindling 
oil and gas are poured mot the 
petro-chemical fertilisers that 
farm ers spread on their fields 
The chem icals wash into the 
stre a m s, pollutin g sc a r c e 
w ater supplies in the dry 
weatem states. 
One evidence of the pollution 
is a coating of algae, which 
forms on lakes and rivers. So 
the enterprising petro-chemi- 
cal companies are now offer­ 
ing “algaecides" to rid the 
water of the floating growth 
Thus the com panies create 
pollution and then cure it - all 
through the m agic of chemi­ 
cals. 
This heavy dosage of chem i­ 
cals in the environment not 
only uses up precious oil and 
gas, but dam ages the aod and 
contaminates the waterways, 
in the opinion of environmental 
scientists. It is a deadly cycle 
that has been tolerated in 
order to nourish the nation's 
crops. 
But now some agricultural 
e x p e r t s 
b e l i e v e 
t h a t 
m icrobiological 
com pounds 
m ay be better for the crops 
than chemical fertilizers. They 
claim these m icrobiological 
alternatives cost far leas, save 
petroleum and replenuto the 
soil. 
A microbiological additive. 


called BX. has been used on 
test farm s in the San Joaquin 
Valley 
So we sent our re­ 
porter-at-large 
Hal Bemton. 
into the California fields to 
check on the results 
He strolled through field 
a f t e r 
f i e l d 
of d e l i c a t e 
a sp a ra g u s in the low-lying 
d elta outside Stockton 
For 
years, these fields have been 
enriched with nitrogen fe r­ 
tilizers. with mixed results The 
run-offs, for exam ple, have 
polluted the river water used 
for irrigation 
Two years ago, farm er BUI 
Salam on grudgingly agreed to 
experiment with BX on an 
unproductive 20-acre field of 
asparagus 
He is a friendly 
man. with a flamboyant golden 
m oustache. Under a wide- 
brunmed white hat. he took 
Bemton on a tour of the experi­ 
mental asparagus 
The harvest, he atteded. sur­ 
passed anything the field had 
produced when it was treated 
with chemicals. He becam e so 
enthusiastic about BX that he 
h a s f e r t i l i z e d hts e n t i r e 
asparagus crop and 300 areas 
of tomatoes this year with the 
microbiological product 
Bemton also gave the BX

BX was developed by Vaclav 
Petrik, a thin, gray Czech 
scientist who survived a World 
War II concentration cam p 
and the 1968 invasion of his 
homeland He now putters over 
his experiments in a sn ail 
California town 
He explained to us that the 
soil is the “stomach“ of the 
plant that healthy soil us filled 
w i t h 
b a c t e r i a 
w h i c h 
transforms organic m atter into 
the nutrients necessary for 
plant growth The m assive use 
o f c h e m i c a l f e r t i l i z e r s , 
fungicides and pesticides, he 
believes, has lolled off many of 
these vital bacteria 
So Petrik began grow ing 
these bacteria in his laborato­ 
ry He has now mixed the b ac­ 
teria into his BX form ula 
which, he contends, restores 
the soil's natural vitality 
His experiments place the

There were 75 divorced persons 
for every 1,000 married persons in the United States last 
year. In 1970, the ratio was only 47 per 1,000. 
The bureau estimated about one-third of ail married 
persons between 25 and 35 "m ay eventually end their 
first marriage In divorce." About 40 per cent of those who 
divorce and remarry may have their second marriage 
end In divorce too. 


The Censsu Census Bureau said the proportion of 20- to 
24-year-old women who never marry Increased from 21 
percent in 1960 to 36 per cent in 1970 to 43 per cent In 1976. 
In the 25- to 29-age group, remarried women were 15 
per cent of the total female population, up from 10.5 per 
cent In 1970, the study said.

Contagious meaning a person 
couldn't help what happened. 
W estrich feels that as a whole "w e can't deny there has 
been an Increase in the last 10 to 15 years and It's largely 
due to the fact that there is a choice rather than a divorce 
just happening." 
He also feels that the coming age of w om en's rights, 
the right to realize they (women) can m ake a choice of 
m arriage or career. Women now have the opportunities 
available to them rather than just m arriage for a future. 
Steinmetz feels that, true, women now have a freer 
choice because there are more opportunities opened for 
them, but also a woman now feels that she no longer has 
to be trapped in an unhappy situation. 
W estrich's reply to this, was, "m a rria ge isn't the only 
way for a woman to be successful, after divorce she now 
can look for a career.

What is cholesterol? 


Questions from readers about rfood and diet are welcomed.

Q. I would like to know more about cholesterol, since we seem 
to get conflicting stories. Is it a good idea to avoid foods that 
contain cholesterol? 
A. The evidence we have at present does not indicate that every 
person should be following a diet low in cholesterol. However, it is 
apparent that diets rich in cholesterol and saturated fat tend to 
increase blood cholesterol levels, and high blood cholesterol 
increases the risk of heart disease. 
Health statistics bear out the relationship of diet and heart 
disease. People in industrialized countries tend to eat foods 
richer in total colories and in animal products (meat, egg and 
dairy foods) and have higher levels of blood cholesterol and more 
heart attacks than people in less advanced countries. 
Animal fats contain cholesterol and saturated fat, both of 
which tend to increase blood cholesterol levels when consumed in 
diets. Poly-unsaturated fats, on the other hand, may cause blood 
cholesterol levels to decrease. Polyunsaturated fats are mainly 
from vegetables or fish, and tend to be liquid at room tem­ 
perature. Fats that are hard at room temperature (butterfat, 
lard, cocoanut oil and hydrogenated vegetabei oil) tend to be 
saturated. 
A difference is apparent between western nations where diets 
are markedly different in the amount of animal fats they contain. 
In Japan, where intake of animal products is quite low 
cholesterol levels and heart disease incidence are lower than in 
th United States. Immigrants from Japan tend to change to U.S. 
— type diets, and also exhibit the higher levels of blood 
cholesterol and greater incidence of heart disease typical of 
Americans. Similar observations have been made on immigrants 
form other areas. 
Q. How can I tell which food products contain cholesterol and 
which contain polyunsaturated fat( ? 
A. You should assume that all processed foods, particularly 
baked foods,were made with saturated fats unless specific claims 
are made on the label about polyunsaturated fat content. Oil from 
corn, sunflowers, soybeans and safflower are high in polyun­ 
saturates. Cholesterol is found only in animal fats, and therefore 
will not be present in all-vegetable products. 
It is important to remembr that foods that contain cholesterol 
do not directly cause heart disease, but may add to the problem 
by contributing to blood cholesterol levels, however, many in­ 
dividuals er< great quantities ot animal fats all their lives and 
never develop heart disease.Obviously, many things are involved 
in this problem which is far from being completely understood. 
Smoking cigarettes is another factor that is known to increase 
the risk of heart disease, the effect being in proportion to the 
frequency of smoking i( heavy smokers are at greater risk). High 
blood pressure also make heart attacks more likely. 
Some other things that add to the problem include the lack of 
exercise, stress, obesity and diabetes. As you might expect, the 
risk of heart attack is greater when a combination of these fac­ 
tors occur at the same time, such as a person who doesn’t 
exercise, eats a typical American diet, smokes cigarettes and is 
overweight.

Last, but not least, put a small 
amount of paraffin over it before 
putting it away and the paint 
will not dry out 
Before painting a door, coat 
the doorknobs, locks and hinges 
with 
petroleum 
jelly.

soft cloth to remove the jelly and 
any paint that has been spilled.

strips of The Daily Standard the 
size of the window and dip in 
w ater and they will stick on 
easily.

Soak brushes for 
two hours and wipe off with jjry 
cloth. Or another method is 
place the brushes in hot vinegar 
and then wash in warm soap

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The great flood 
of 1937

Op January 22, 1937, a sleet storm 
deposited nearly five inches of the 
icy mass on Sikeston’s streets and sidewalks. By 
itself, five inches of sleet is bad enough, but this 
particular sleet storm came during the midst of 
the most devasting flood in Southeast Missouri 
history. 
More than three thousand refugees had 
sought shelter in Sikeston, while Charleston took 
in 2500 and East Prairie almost 2,000. In all, there 
were 12,000 people driven out of their homes in 
Southeast Missouri. 
The principal villain was the Ohio River, and 
then, after had joined, the Mississippi. The flood 
hit the entire Ohio-Mississippi valley, and the 
damage wasn’t limited to Southeast Missouri. In 
fact, a rollcall of the flood damaged states will give 
some indication of the total destructiveness. 
Pennsylvania had 4,000 homeless and 10 
dead; West Virginia 90,000 homeless, 4 dead, 
Indiana 70,000 homeless, 12 dead; Ohio 250,000 
homeless, 16 dead; Kentucky 250,000 homeless 
261 dead; Illinois 30,000 homeless, 12 dead; 
Missouri 12,000 homeless, 14 dead; Tennessee 
3,000 homeless 7 dead; and Arkansas 60,000 
homeless with 23 dead. 
The fact that there were 12,000 people 
driven out of their homes in Southeast Missouri is 
doubly significant when you consider that the 
larger towns of the area, Sikeston, Charleston, 
and East Prairie weren't counted in these totals. 
That means the 12,000 refugees came from the 
sparsely populated rural areas. 
C.L. Blanton, Jr. was the WPA District 
Director in charge of the men engaged in levee 
work. Mister Blanton had a total of 4,300 men 
working on the levee, from Bird’s Point to New 
Madrid. All the floodway had water, turning into 
an inland sea with its surface dotted with trees, 
ice floes, and buildings. The water had a violent 
current, and it swept aside anything in its path. 
The U.S. Corps of Engineers dispatched a 
field party along the secondary or setback levee 
to check its elevation and note the physical 
characteristics of the earth to determine the 
effectiveness of the system. They determined 
that it was necessary to blast two large gaps in the 


Mississippi River levee on the Missouri side just 
south of Birds Point, if Cairo was to be saved. 
They used 2,000 pounds of dynamite for the job, 
and were successful in relieving some of the 
pressure on the beleagured city. 
Meanwhile in the refugee centers, bitter 
cold weather and lack of accomodations began to 
cause problems. Medical aid, food and clothing 
were sent to this section of the state from St. 
Louis. The State Medical Director along with 
four doctors and five nurses went to Charleston 
where many of the refugees were suffering from 


exposure. There was also a Typhoid Fever 
scare, though fortunately, it didn’t develop. 
In Sikeston camps were established 
throughout the city. The South Grade School 
buildings were pressed mto service, as were the 
High School, Baptist Church, Nazarene Church, 
Christian Church and Odd Fellows buildings. 
The Methodist Church served as an emergency 
hospital where three babies were bom duringthe

The American Red cross supplied food and 
the National Guard set up a kitchen in a building 
at the rear of the Odd Fellows building. Refugees 
were fed twice a day, breakfast at nine in the 
morning, usually oatmeal, milk and coffee, and 
dinner at four o’clock in the afternoon, usually a 
stew. 
In addition to maintaining a kitchen, 
Company K of the 140th infantry the unit from 
Sikeston, was mobilized for duty in the flood 
areas. The company was first sent to Cairo 
where they stood guard during the dynamiting of 
the levee at Bird’s Point, then returned to 
Sikeston where they took up duty at the refugee 
camps, maintaining order and aiding in the 
refugee work. 
One of the side effects of the flood was the 
inability to get messages in and out of the 
Southeast Missouri area. 
Mail service was 
disrupted, and many telephone lines were out. 
That caused a rush on the local office of the 
Western Union Telegraph office, with more than 
one thousand messages passing through in one 
day. 
Most of the messages were either 
assurances of safety, or expressions of concern 
over safety so that the system became 
completely bogged down. For several days it was 
impossible for private citizens to send any 


messages at all, and many who were anxious 
about getting word in or out turned to amateur 
station operators for assistance. 
One such station was operated by George 
Plattenburg of Sikeston. 
Mr. Plattenburg 
maintained connections with airplanes making 
surveys of the flooded areas in search of stranded 
persons, and with the State Highway 
Department in coordinating the evacuation 
operation. 
The airplanes which searched for flood 
victims were part of the squandron of Army and 
NationalGuardplaneswhich mack Sikeston their 
base of operation. 114 soldiers, including Major 
General Stanley H. Ford, Commanding General 
of the entire Army Area, arrived in Sikeston to 
conduct flood rescue operations. One of the 
planes brought Governor Lloyd C. Stark to 
Sikeston for a personal visit to the flooded area. 
The late Clint H. Denman, long time 
publisher of the SIKESTON HERALD, visited 
the Sikeston Rescue Camps, and came away 
with a series of impressions and quotations which 
provide the color and tone of the day. Here, as 
first appeared in the HERALD on January 28, 
1937, are some of Mr. Denman’s observations: 
Said one 77 year-old woman from below 
New Madrid, “I’m going back to New Madrid, «»a 


I am, can't stand the grub they hand out to me 
here, don't like it at all: Fll take the river every 
time before I take this grub.” 
“Forty-seven people walked with me over 
the ice at midnight Sunday to get to the motor 
boat which took us to New Madrid” said one 
woman in one of the refugee camps in Sikeston. 
“We walked 3 miles over the ice and were afraid 
to carry any of our belongings for fear we would 
break through the ice.” 
“If only they would try to get our stock out,” 
was heard from more than one farmer of the 
lowland districts. “When we left we saw them 
standing froze in water half way up their legs. 
“God bless them CCC boys,” said several 
refugees. “If they hadn't come along, Lord knows 
where we’d be now.”
